WIRE ROPE PLANT 


BURNS TODAY 


Company Had Large Orders 


for War Material 


SUSPICION WAS CAUSED 


From This Fact That the 


Fire Was of Incendiary 
Origin, But Officials Think 
It Hardly Likely—Rope 
Being Manufactured at 
This Time Was for Home 
Market.

Trenton, N. J., Nov. 11. — Approx- 


imately one million dollars damage 
was done by fire which early today 
destroyed one of the wire shops of 
John 
A. Roebling Sons company 


plant in this city. 


Due to the fact that the company 


has orders for war material 
for 


European countries, rumors were in 
circulation that the fire was of in- 
cendiary origin, but nothing has been 
found to substantiate such reports. 


The building destroyed 
was 
of 


brick construction 
and 
was 
four 


stories in height. 
The building in 


which the company is planning to 
make gun barrels for European bel- 
ligerents is some distance from the 
burned structure. 


The company gave out the follow- 


ing statement: 
"We cannot explain the cause of 


the fire. 
The building burned was 


used for the production of small rope 
and our factory for heavy rope was 
not affected. About 1,000 men are 
thrown out of employment and the 
loss is approximately $1,000,000. 


"We will use new building about 


completed, for the manufacture of 
this small rope and expect to be in 
operation within two months. The 
wire producing part of our plant is 
intact and also our steel works, and 
other manufactures will help us in 
putting our wire rope in marketable 
shape " 
The Trenton fire department is in- 


vestigating to learn the cause of the 
fire, but as yet has made no progress 


A row of frame buildings near the 


burned structure, caught fire a num- 
ber of times and was in danger of 
destruction. The occupants of these 
houses were compelled to move out, 
many of them wearing only their 
night clothing. 


The rope mill is about 100 feet 


wide and 
TOO feet long. 
The fire 


originated in the Elmer street end of 
the building and because of its in- 
flamable construction, 
the 
entire 


place was soon in flames 
The uppei 


floors were of wood and were satur- 
ated with oil from machinery. 


Wire rope, said to be used almost 


exclusively 
for 
domestic purposes 


was manufactured in this shop. 


There are rumors that the fire was 


of incendiary origin due to the be- 
litf that the company was engaged in 
making material for war purposes 
Officials of the concern, however, 
do not believe this stating that be- 
cause the plant is working 
night 


and day there would have been lit- 
tle opportunity for setting the place 
on fire. 
When the blaze was first discover- 


ed some of the employes attempted 
to 'extinguish it, but were not suc- 
cessful. There were about 650 men 
employed in the shop. 
During the early progress of the 


fire appeals were made by the local 
fire department for outside aid, but 
the flames were gotten under con- 
trol by the Trenton department. 


The building in which it was re- 


ported the Roeblings are planning 
to make gun barrels for war pur- 
poses is located three or four blocks 
from the scene of today's fire. 
It 


was at first reported that this struc- 
ture had been partly destroyed but 
this proved to be untrue. 
The Roebling plant in recent years 


has had several serious fires the 
most serious occurred last January, 
entailing a loss of $1,500,00. 
In 


addition to manufacturing gun bar- 
rels, the concern is also said to have 
large orders for chains and barbed 
wire for European governments.

of fleeing soldiers were drowned in 
addition to leaving

erman troops as prisoners. 
In the

own. 
Wes't of Riga, the 
Russians 


lave consolidated the positions they 
recently won and claim to be the oc- 
upants of several

had been in the hands of the invad- 
ers.Less change is reported from the

French are not in possession of the 
Serbian town of Veles, a daring cav-

Physicians were rushed here from 


nearby towns as quickly as telephone 
w ires, which had been snapped by 
the tornado, had been -restored. The 
tornado, coming out of the southwest 
struck the city with only a few sec- 
onds' warning. 


The first building struck was a 


laundry situated on the banks of the 
Arkansas river 
From here the big 


funnel-shaped cloud 
jumped to the 


water and electric light plants and 
then to a group of mills, destroying 
three, and with them wrecking the 
depot of the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe railroad 


From there a path several blocks 


wide and three-quarters of a mile 
long was cut through the south res- 
idence district. When the 
electric 


light plant was struck, the city was 
thrown into darkness, 
winch with 


the blinding downpour of ram that 
followed added to the 
confusion. 


Fires broke out in many places, but 
were soon 
extinguished 
by 
the 


drenching rain. 


An Atcison, Topeka, and Santa Fe 


train, heavily laden with passengers, 
narrowly escaped being 
caught in 


the storm's path. The train pulled 
out from the station only a few min- 
utes before the

NO WARNING GIVEN, SAY'S ANCONA'S CAPTAIN.

sail direct to New York, but soon af- 
ter leaving port received a wireless 
message directing us to stop at Mes- 
sina for more passengers and cargo. 
The people

were mostly 


Greeks and Italians with large fam- 
ilies on their way to

States to settle there. 


The majority therefore were wo- 


men and children. 


"We left Messina at five p. m. The 


captain was warned of the presence 
of enemy submarines and took all 
possible precautions. At exactly one 
o'clock Monday afternoon we sight- 
ed an enemy submarine at a great 
distance. 
She came to the surface 


and made full speed in our direction, 
firing as she did so a shot 
which 


went wide across our bow. We took 
this to be a warning to halt. 


"Immediately there was the wild- 


est panic aboard, not only among the 
women and children, but among the 
men as well. Women screamed and 
children clung desperately to their 
mothers. 
Meanwhile the submarine 


continued to shell us, gaining rap- 
idly.

BRITISH SHIP SUNK; 


THE CREW WAS SAVED

members of the crew were saved. 


The steamship Caria was owned 


by the Cunard steamship company. 
Latest available records show that 
she sailed from Liverpool, October

'bur E. King, colored, attorney of Co- 
lumbus, as supervisor, hereafter will 
have "an opportunity for 
genuine 


social service." 


By regulating the small loan busi- 


ness, whose patrons are usually poor 
people, the new 'bureau 
'puts 
the 


power of the state at the disposal 
of those who are needy and 
often 


ignorant of their rights," said Mr. 
Hall. 
"It should be a real agency 


to prevent and mitigate poverty—to 
see that unfair and destructive ad- 
vantage shall not be taken of temp- 
orary need, lii this spirit 
the de- 


partment will apply it." 


If any loan hereafter charges more 


than 3 per cent interest a month on 
a Voan, or otherwise violates the new 
law, the bureau will welcome com- 
plaints from borrowers, the 
bank 


superintendent 
declared. 
Prosecu- 


tions will follow when violations are 
discovered. 


Under the old law 
loan 
agents 


were permitted to charge 
virtually 


several hundred per cent to 
needy 


borrowers, Mr. Hall declared. 
Un- 


der the new law they will be allow- 
ed only the three per cent a month 
with an additional charge of $1 as 
an inspection fee for loans of less 
than ?.~>0. It forbids any charge for 
any purpose which would have the 
effect of making the interest more. 


It is illegal for a man to 
assign 


his wages in advance as security for 
a loan without the written approval 
of his wife. Renewal of the "inspec- 
tion fee," charge may be made no 
more frequently than 
once 
every 


four months, although 
under 
the 


old statute this could be renewed 
monthly and thereby be a means of 
extorting: large fees. Loan agencies' 
records are subject to inspection by 
the special bureau of the 
banking 


department and persons or companies 
engaged'in the business must be li- 
censed by the bureau and pay an an- 
nual license fee of $100. 
Each will 


be under $2,000 bond.
